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1. In the absence of the Chairperson the Secretary moderated the 
meeting. 

2. BUDGET: Ron asked if there were any comments on the functioning of 
the percentage budgeting adopted three months ago; there were none, 

3. TV SHOW: Rick reported he had been unable to contact the woman from 
Twin County TV about the possibility of scheduling another talk 
show appearance by speakers from LE-HI-HO. 

4, HUMAN RELATIONS COMMISSION: Rick described the package of materials 
he had selected for presentation to the Allentown Human Relations 
Commission on May 27 and to the Allentown City Council, He moved 
#10 for copying the materials be taken from the "miscellaneous" 
budget. Joel and Roger seconded the motion, which carried 6-0, Rick 

also said Gordon Irvine of the Lehigh County Council of Churches 
had agreed to testify in behalf of the gay rights amendment if it 
was felt his presence would be helpful. Dr. Seckinger was also men- 
tioned as a possible participant, 

5S. SOCIAL ACTIVITIES; Joe asked if had any responsibilities as social 
chairman for the Nayfest at the general meeting on May 22, General 
opinion was this would be taken care of by Ken, Joe also reported 
that the social committee was inactive at the moment but would soon 
be reactivated to plan for several summer functions, 

6, POSSIBLE BOARD RESIGNATTON: Roger advised the Board that his fall 
school and work schedule probably would not allow time to meet his 
duties 1n LE-HI-HO as librarian and Board member, The other members 
urged him to wait until fall before making a final decision, 

7, CONTRIBUTION TO DADE COUNTY COALITION: Bob asked the Board to approve 
a contribution to the gay rights effort in Dade County, Florida, 
Ron thought the Coalition's appeals in The Advocate and other pub- 
Lications would bring in enough for this cause, Joel moved that 
#25 be taken from unallotted funds for this purpose, Roger seconded 
the motion, which carried 5-1. 

8. EFFECTIVENESS OF LE-HI-HO: Roger questioned whether LE-HI-HO were 
doing enough, because he heard the frequent complaint that the 
organization was ineffective. Rick defended the organization by 
pointing out its longevity, past record, the importance of current 
activities, and the lack of people power that prohibits diversi- 
fication; those who complain rarely are willing to help. Joel ob- 
served that the lack of hassles locally was a great contributor to 
the apathy, Joe thought greater diversity was a desirable goal, but 
stated he needed more time to consider how this could be achieved; 
but, he did not believe the number of people involved in an activity 
should be used as a criterion for the success of that activity.
